565 U.S. Employes Facing Loyalty Checks 


Review Board 
Reopens Cases 
After Survey 
Takes 'New Look' 
At 8,889 Workers 
Under New Rules 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The loyalty review board to- 
day reopened the case of 565 
federal employes for a re- 
check under the new rule that 
a "reasonable doubt" of loyal- 
ty is sufficient to bar employ- 
ment. 


That is the rule, under which 


John S. Service, veteran diplomat 
who had been cleared repeatedly 
under 
former 
procedures, 
was 


fired by the state department last 
week after an adverse finding by 
the review board. 


Revised Rules 


Until President Truman revised 


the rules last spring a showing of 
actual disloyalty was required for 
discharge. 


In Service's own case the review 


board emphasized that there was 
no 
finding 
of disloyalty—only 


"reasonable 
doubt." 
On t h a t 


ground it reversed findings of the 
state department's own loyalty 
and security board. 


Announcement of the reopening 


of the 565 cases was made by the 
review board after it had taken a 
a new look at 8,889 cases. It said 
those were "all that could possibly 
have been affected by the new loy- 
alty standard that went into effect 
last May 1 by order of President 
Truman."

Murray emerged 
smiling but 


uncommunicative from a two-hour 
meeting of the executive board 
and his committee which has been 
negotiating with the U. S. Steel 
Corp. 


The silver thatched chieftain of 


both the CIO and the USW told 
newsmen he will have nothing to 
say until after a session of the 
wage policy committee later in 
the day. 


Planning Action 


The USW's top strategists may 


either outline the way to a peace- 
ful settlement or lay the ground- 
work 
for 
a nation-wide steel 


strike. 


While union leaders huddle here, 


Washington officials are getting 
set to wade into the twin prob- 
lems of wages and prices in an 
effort to apeed signing of a new 


contract before the Jan. 1 strike 
deadline. 


The union has 
levelled a 22- 


point demand on the steel indus- 
try but all attention is centered 
on its dealings with U. S, Steel 
Corp. since that company usually 
sets the pattern.

"He is do- 
ing a good job (as commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization forces). It is the state 
department that is falling down. 
The military everywhere are doing 
a much better job than state de- 
partment representatives. 


"But the program is lagging 


and if it ends as prett-' much of a 
failure, that isn't going to do 


Eisenhower any good politically.'%* 


Young, back from a European 


trip, criticized the French, Italians 
and British for what he termed 
their failure to cooperate fully 
in the military aid progarm. He 
said 
Yugoslavia demonstrated 


more will to fight and more ap- 
preciation of American aid than 
any other country he visited.

the "corruption" issue will be one 
of the largest m next year's 
presidential campaign.

Britain's A-Bomb Bases 


Prime Minister Churchill seems to be worried over the 


issue whether U. S. air force bases in Britain are planned as 
potential jump-offs for planes .to deliver atomic bombs 
against Russia. 


He contends the predecessor Labor government, by a 


194$ agreement with this country, granted America permis- 
sion to prepare the bases for such possible use. Former 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee says this was "never suggest- 
ed." But Churchill insists that is the impression we have 
gained, and that it puts Britain in the "front line should there 
be a third World war." 


.For the eminent Churchill this is pretty strange talk. He 


well understands the importance of America's big stockpile 
of atomic bombs. It is the great deterrent to Russian am- 
bition for conquest. 


As he well knows, the only tiling that counts with the 


Soviet Union is power—power which is not merely potential 
but-can be applied. In the case of atomic weapons, that 
means bombs which can be delivered. 
* * * 


The military experts are agreed that our capacity to de- 


liver atomic bombs against Russia depends partly on long- 
range strategic aircraft, namely, the B-36; and partly upon 
intermediate bombers like the B-29 and the coming jet B-47. 
As has often been stressed, these latter must operate from 
bases in Europe or North Africa to be effective. 


The whole concept of Western air defense is founded on 
this fact. Because of it, we are in process of erecting a string 
of bases around the perimeter of the Continent, and in 
France. It is for this reason we desire bases in Spain. And 
the fields we now operate hi Britain fit logically into this 
pattern. 


How does Churchill, expect our atomic strength to deter 
the Russians it.we ai^ denia4,opportunity to,prepare bases 
so the b^mbs catt "be delivered? He seems to be saying he 
wants-Britain to have the protection these; bombs give, but 
does not wish his country to share the risks that go with 
sound preparation for that purpose.

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It is not any dubious Labbr government "permission" for 


use of bases by A-bomb-carrying planes which has put Brit-, 
ain in the front lines. Geography has done that. -Where 
could the British Isles be but in the fore-front, should an- 
other war come? ." 


Inevitably, the Islands would be hit and hit hard by a 
ruthless enemy bent on crushing its opponent swiftly enough 
to prevent effective retaliation. But Britain and the other 
nations of Europe are mistaken if they imagine they would 
bear the full brunt this time. That would fall upon Amer- 
ica, not the outposts. For Russia knows it would have slim 
chance to win if it could not knock us flat at the start. 


'The charitable view is to assume that Churchill must 


have been talking for home consumption. Certainly these 
statements cannot reflect his considered thought. For there 
is neither sense nor statesmanship in them.

Toys Now Being Used for 
Cerebral Palsy Treatment 


Not all advances in the care of 


the sick are made through the dis- 
covery of marvelous new drugs, or 
the development of ingenious and 
dramatic operations. 


It is therefore particularly ap- 


propriate at this season of the year 
.o discuss1 a development which 
appears to mark a real step for- 
ward in the care of children who 
have been unfortunately afflicted 
with cerebral palsy., 'j 


As readers of this column un- 


doubtedly know from previous dis- 
cussions of the subject a few chil- 
dren come into the world with 
muscular difficulties resulting from 
injury to their brains before, dur- 
ng, or immediately after their 
births. 
'' 


The thinking processes are often 


not damaged, but they have mus- 
cular difficulties, principally of the 
arms and legs, which prevent them 
from developing normally as other 
children do. 


At the last meeting of the Amer- 


can Medical Association there was 
an exhibit on the use of toys in 
the treatment of children with 
cerebral palsy. 


The study was sponsored by the 


National Society for .Crippled Chil- 
dren and Adults, and the American 
Toy Institute. 


In,addition to the exhibit, an 


article on this subject was pub- 
lished in the June, 1951, issue of 
the Crippled Child magazine, and 
a preliminary list of toys used as 


aids has been prepared by the two 
organizations mentioned. 


At a pre-school fenter in New 


Tork City where many toys were 
tried out, it was decided that to be 
useful for training purposes toys 
must fit the child as well as aid in 
accomplishing treatment aims. 


Therefore it is not satisfactory 


just to go out and buy any toy on 
the list, but the occupational ther- 
apist has to keep in mind the 
child's individual interests and 
total needs, and aims for treat- 
ment, and then pick toys that 
meet all the requirements. 


In general, it was felf that a 


toy must be safe to handle with- 
out sharp corners or rough, splint- 
ery edges. It must be easy to clean 
and not apt to rust or stain after 
washing. 
KIND OF TOYS 


The toy must be strong^to with- 


stand much abuse as they are fre- 
quently knocked off tables and 
thrown around. Finally, the toy 
must be adaptable for use in dif- 
ferent age groups. 


What is encouraging about this 


development is that the perfectly 
normal activity of playing with 
toys can also be useful for many 
of these unfortunate youngsters as 
a mean* of muscle training. 


If the therapist in charge of the 


training of the cerebral palsied 
child select* th)S certain toys which 
she thinks will be helpful it is 
understood that local toy dealers 
can supply them.

Use Trump Coup as a Surprise

Most bridge players think of a 


trump coup only when they are in 
a very high contract. Occasionally, 
however, this rare play can be em- 
ployed in a lowly part score, as 
may be seen from today's hand 
originally played by Alexander 
Nusinoff, New York bridge ex- 
pert 


The bidding was very tame, 


logically enough, and Nusinoff won 
the opening heart lead in his own 
hand with the ace, not expecting 
any fireworks in the play. He 
promptly laid doxvn the ace and 
king of diamonds, discovering the 
bad trump break when West dis- 
carded the eight of clubs. 


Unshaken by the bad break, 


Nusinoff entered dummy with the 
king of hearts and returned a 
heart through East.

Wheth- 
er East ruffed or discarded, South 
could fulfill the contract. 


East actually ruffed with the 


ten of diamonds, find Nusinoff dis- 
carded a club. East next returned 
a club to dummy's ace, and an- 
other heart was led back. 


What was East to do now? If 


he ruffed, South could over-ruff 
and draw trumps. Hence East dis- 
carded a club, whereupon South 
ruffed with the deuce of diamonds. 
At this point South had already 
won six tricks and co>ild afford to 
lead any black card from his hand. 


The defenders could take their 


clubs and spades, but eventually 
South would make his queen-nine 
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of trumps, fulfilling the contract.

ELIZABETH. N. J. — (AP) — 


Authorities, goaded toy white-hot 
angry townspeople, opened a five- 
way inquiry today of the flaming 
crash of a Florida bound airliner 
in which 56 persona died.

B. W. Duff, president of the 


company, said today "it can only 
be a surmise" but: 


"It may be that the fuel line of 


the heater became disconnected 
and sprayed raw gasoline into the 
engine nacelle." 


He reported the plane's depart- 


ure from Newark waa delayed 
while mechanics worked on the 
cabin heating system.

$83,000,000,000 spending program 
for the new fiscal year—several 
billions below earlier forecasts— 
was predicted today in the wake 
of efforts by President Truman to 
cut the new budget 


Informed officials said White 


House whittling may result in a 
recommendation to congress by 
Mi-. Truman that about $83,000,- 
000,000 be spent in the fiscal 
year, beginning next July 1. 


This would compare with a 


$90,000,000,000 figure which had 
been widely forecast 


There were reports over the 


weekend that army weapons pro- 
curment had

slashed $6,000.000.000 in the new 
budget 


A spending budget of less than 


$80,000,000,000, if at all possible, 
was reported being urged $y some 
of Mr. Truman's advisers who are 
concerned with political factors. 


Whatever the final figure, it ap- 


pears certain to be well above the 
$70,000,000,000 which it now is 
estimated will be spent this fiscal 
year.

Investigators in Tax Scandals 
Forgot to Investigate Selves

WASHINGTON, (AT') — So far 


the congressional investigation of 
tax scandals has been a one-way 
street, even though it performed 
a public service with its disclo- 
sures. 


The investigators—members of 


a house ways and means subcom- 
mittee—have taken a lot of trou- 
ble checking on employes of the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment and on civilians who have 
been linked with tax cases. 


And the committee has forced 


them to appear before it to an- 
swer questions in public hearings. 
But this committee did not do 
the same kind of job when mem- 
bers of congress were involved. 


I 
Two Mentioned 


At least two house members, 


both Democrats, have been men- 


tioned as either interfering in the 
tax fraud prosecutions or taking 
an unusual interest in them. 3ut 
the committee did not force them 
to testify. 


And the committee gave 
its 


own chairman, Rep. King, Cali- 
fornia Democrat, special treat- 
ment when there were rumors he 
had interfered in a ax case in his 
own state. 


He demanded his committee in- 


vestigate. It did. It held hear- 
ings for three days and then gave 
King a clean bill of health. But 
the hearing was secret, held be- 
hind closed doors to the public. 


Has Closed Shop 


So far as is known this com- 


mittee has closed up shop on the 
present phase of its inquiries. 
It 


goes to San Francisco next month 


for an investigation out there. It 
may resume Washington hearings 
some months from now, possibly 
in & different field from the one 
it's been pursuing the past few 
weeks. 


Special treatment for congress- 


men by congressional committees 
is not unusual. 
It's the rule. 


When the rule is used in a case 
like the tax scandals the public 
gets less than a full investigation. 


In railing to be just as relent- 


less with fellow members of con- 
gress as they are with outsiders, 
congressmen simply follow a prac- 
tice known pleasantly as congres- 
sional courtesy. 


Don't Make Trouble 


This is another way of saying 


members of congress don't very 
often embarrass other members of 
congress or make 
troubel 
for 


them. 


Yet no'one in congress can pre- 


tend its members are always be- 
yond reproach. 


We've had some recent exam- 


ples to the contrary—J. Parnell 


Thomas, New Jersey Republic**, 
and Andrew May. Kentucky Dem- 
ocrat—both of whom wen impris- 
oned for crookedness. 


Congress has nothing to do with 


disclosing their wrongdoing. That 
came from the outside.

WASHINGTON—(AP) — The 


United States, Britain. France and 
Turkey reportedly have agreed to 
tell Russia in plain language that 
it is responsible for the efforts of 
free nations to form a new mili- 
tary command in the Middle East 


Russia protested to the four 


powers several weeks ago that the 
propose command was an aggres- 
sive agency threatening Soviet se- 


curity. American officials at the 
time said the charge was non- 
sense. 


Exchange Views 


Since then there have been ex- 


changes of view among the capi- 
tals of the four nations sponsor- 
ing the Middle East command and 
notes have been prepared for de- 
livery to the Soviet foreign office. 
Announcement of ' the action is 


expected within a day or so. 


Diplomatic informants said the 


four powers will emphasize that 
the command is a voluntary or- 
ganization, and that once it is 
created it will be thoroughly co- 
operative in nature—to such an 
extent that the troops of one 
member nation 
could not 
be 


moved into another without spe- 
cific permission. 


Poor Kecord of Conduct 


The Russians are also being 


told that they are in a poor posi- 
tion to criticize any joining of 
powers for defensive 
purposes 


since it is international Commu- 


nism's record of conduct in the 
Middle East, against Turkey and 
Greece particularly, that has cre- 
ated the circumstances in which 
other nations now find it desirable 
to unify their defense efforts.
